The record of today’s lesson, two 
Sabbath day Incidents, the disciples 
plucking corn and a withered hand 
restored in the synagogue, is found 
in Matt, xil. and Luke vi. as well as 
in Mark, so that it must concern Him 
not only as the Jewish King rejected, 
but also as the perfect servaaL and 
as the Sou ql Man. .to whom all 
things will yet be subdued To un¬ 
derstand Him and His words and 
works we must consider His as Na¬ 
thaniel spoke of Him, ’’the Son of 
Qcd. *be King of Israel" (John i, 49). 
as "the King of the Jews" wham the 
wise men sought (Matt, it 2), and 
Os the- "Wonderful, Counselor, the 
Mighty God, the Everlasting Father, 
the Prince of Peace, who will yet 
alt upon the throne of David apd 
whose kingdom shall know no end” 
(Isa. lx. 8, 7; Lukg 1, 32, 83). -The 
late Dr. Weston In his “Genesis of 
the New Testament” says that the 
Jewish Sabbath was the one peculiar 
and distinctive ordinance of the na¬ 
tion. Other nations practiced cir¬ 
cumcision and had temples, offered 
sacrifices and performed religious 
rites, but the Sabbatli was the Jew¬ 
ish national flag In it they claimed 
a peculiar relation to God as their 
Creator. Redeemer and Rest, and, if 
by this man's treatment of their Sab¬ 
bath (hey are to be deprived of their 
distinction from other nations, what 
is the use of being God’s people? 
Considering this. It Is not so surpris¬ 
ing that the Immediate occasion of 
the determination by the Jewish rul¬ 
ers to put Christ to death, as stated 
In all the gOBpela, was His relation 
to the Sabbath. IJe claimed to be 
greater than Solomon or the temple 
or the Sabbath (Matt, xil, 6, 8, 42), 
but they would not so receive Him. 
They honored Him with their Ups. 
but their heart was far from Him 
(Isa. xxix, IS; Ezek, xxxlli, 31; Matt, 
xv, 7. 8). They had a form of wor¬ 
ship without any power, Jehovah, 
whom they professed to worship, was 
In their midst, and they knew Him 
not. 

Matthew says that as the disciples 
passed through the cornfields they 
were hungry, and Luke says that 
they rubbed the ears of corn in their 
hands and did eat. Our Lord Him¬ 
self was an hungered on other occa¬ 
sions, as recorded in Matt, iv, 2; xxi, 
18. Concerning Israel it Is written 
that He suffered them to hunger 
(Dent, vlli, 3), hut it was to prove 
them and teach them. The wicked 
are ever watching the righteous and 
seeking to slay them (Ps. xxxvil, 32), 
and here they are finding fault and 
condemning the dlsclpleB, and the 
Lord, too, because they knew Him 
not, nor (he Scriptures, which they 
professed to reverence. He referred 
them to their own Scriptures, saying. 
"Have ye never read what David did 
when he had need and was an hun¬ 
gered? (Verse J>5.) There Is no 
word of condemnation here for David 
and bis followers.

•Imperial Communication, and Britain Now Leads 
in Wireless, Connecting the Dominions.

Mr. Harcourt in defending the Oov- 
ernm«n‘ against charges of dllatorl- 
ness In respeqt to the resolution ad¬ 
opted by the imperial conference en¬ 
umerated a dozen matters which had 
been given effect to. Including modi¬ 
fication of the Japanese treaty, the 
copyright act, strengthening, the 
court o! appeal and naturalization.

New Zealand, at a cost of half a mil¬ 
lion. 

This was of the greatest import¬ 
ance from the strategical aspect and 
placed this country far ahead of any 
other country In respect of wireless 
communications. A state-owned ca¬ 
ble across the Atlantic could only re¬ 
sult In loss because there would be 
no constant and certain volume of 
Canadian business.

For His love they 
gave Him hatred, they knew Him not, 
they would not have such a one as 
their Messiah, but the time will come 
when they shall say, “Our God.” 


Horace Halcrow Thinks It is Best 
Port on the Bay. 

Le Pas, N.W.T.—Horace Halcrow, 
who returned from Port Nelson a few 
days ago, and who has been several 
times down the Bay both to Fort 
Churchill and Port Nelson, declared 
in an Interview that In his opinion 
the latter was undoubtedly the bet¬ 
ter port on sfccaunt of the deep cen¬ 
tral channel, the wide entrance and 
the fact that the land where the city 
would be located is high and dry and 
well protected by tr^es. There can 
be no doubt, added Mr. Halcrow, 
about the north side of the river be¬ 
ing the best location for a city, as 
the south side is often submerged for 
ten miles inland. 

On the trip from which he has Just 
returned Mr. Halcrow met two men 
located on land near Port Nelson in¬ 
tending to claim squatters’ rights 
when tbs time comes tbat the land 
will be surveyed. They had been 
there a year, and were anxious to 
know what progress was being made 
with the construction of the line from 
here. 

Speaking about the much discussed 
line from Prince Albert to the Bay, 
Mr. Halcrow expressed the opinion 
that the city would soon find It a bet¬ 
ter plan to build or encourage the 
building of a road to connect at Le 
Pas with the government line than 
to advocate the construction of a rail¬ 
way to connect farther north, through 
land which is quite impracticable. 

The piers dt the bridge at Le Pas, 
are now completed, but the steel for 
the superstructure has not yet ar¬ 
rived. There Is considerable real 
estate changing hands, and. several 
sales at gooj prices. 


Senate's Bill to Repeal Whole of Act 
Provokes Criticism. 

Washington, D.C.—The Senate fin¬ 
ance committee, in reporting favor¬ 
ably on 3enator McCumber’s bill to 
repeal all of the Canadian reciprocity 
act save the section relating to -free 
pulp and paper, has provoked critic¬ 
ism that is taken to Indicate a still 
existjng hope on this, side the line 
that the act may yet be ratified by 
Canada. 

It Is boldly asserted that the sen¬ 
ator violates the construction in pro- 
Dosing legislation to change a law 
touching the public revenues, and 
that such measures must originate ln 
the House. Moreover, the finance 
committee is accused of disrespect ln 
not having obtained the president's 
consent to the proposed legislation. 

Senator McCumber says that as 
his bill does not touch the section of 
reciprocity which Is active law, it 
cannot conflict with the constitution, 
that Canada had Its chance and re¬ 
jected It, apd now the offer should be 
withdrawn. He says that the presi¬ 
dent did not ask the consent of the 
Senate to propose reciprocity, lienee 
there is no obligation on the part of 
the Senate to consult the president 
as ip repeal. 

Senator McCumber declares that 
the Republicans, generally, favor the 
repeal of the reciprocity act. This 
bill, which the finance committee re¬ 
ports favorably, repeals section two. 


Floods •In Missouri, Illinois and Ken¬ 
tucky Worst on Record. 

St. Louis, Mo.—The floods ln this 
section of the country, Including Mis¬ 
souri, Illinois and Kentucky, are the 
wortt on record Property loss has 
already run into millions of dollars. 

Cairo and the drainage district 
above that city are the only two dry 
spots in that section of the country, 
the entire territory north and south 
of Cairo being covered with several 
feel of water. 

Large forces - of men patrol the 
levees constantly, and everything Is 
being done to keep the embankments 
In condition to resist all the water 
In sight and more. Trains are still 
operating out of Cairo, but in many 
oases aro being routed over foreign 
systems. 


Bring Potatoes From Scotland 

Chicago.—Potatoes from Scotland 
will be served- on Chicago tables 
within a week. Nine carloadB are on 
the way here and will be daljvOred 
in Chicago at 31.40 a bushelwhole- 
sale as against $1.42 to $1.45 for po¬ 
tatoes grown in Michigan, Wisconsin 
and Minnesota. 

Only once or twice have potatoes 
ever before been Imported for Chica¬ 
go from across the Atlantic, although 
European supplies are not so uncom¬ 
mon ln New York. New potatoes 
from the south are not coming here 
freely and the northern states are 
shipping fair ess than usual at this 
time of the year. 


ANOTHER ELEVATOR 


C.P.R. to Build Cleaning Elevator of 

I.OOOJXH) Capacity—Fight Agalnet 
Free Storage. 

Fort William, Opt.—The fight 
against free storage waxes warm 
here. As the final hearing on the 
sMjject ln connection 'with American 
lake ports Is held at Washington. D. 
C.. on April It. Fort William and 
Port Arthur boards of trade have sent 
strong protests to the. Inter-state com¬ 
merce commission against American 
railways contending that they are 
compelled to allow free storage be¬ 
cause It obtains here. As It is Du¬ 
luth, Superior, Port Arthur and Fort 
William are anxious to kllf this prac¬ 
tice. Fort William will fight the 
thing to a finish whether the Inter¬ 
state commerce commission abolish¬ 
es It or not south of the line. The 
C.P.R. notified the mayor that the 
company will build in accordance 
with this city a cleaning elevator this 
year ln time to deal with the fall 
ctop, capacity 1,000,000. 


To Honor Champlain. 

Paris.—The French Mission, which 
•is to convey to America the bronze 
bust of “La France" by Auguste Ro 
din for presentation to the United 
States, to be placed at the base of 
the monument to be dedicated next 
June to Samuel de -Champlain, the 
French navigator and explorer, has 
bwn completed. The delegation, un¬ 
der the leadership of Gabriel Hano- 
taux. historian and former foreign 
minister, will sail on board the La 
France, of the TVench trans-Atlan¬ 
tic line, on her maiden voyage on 
April 20 for New Yo/k. 


Immigrants Headed Northward. 

Entwistle, Alta.—Now that the C. 
N. R. has at last reached Entwistle 
with Its line of steel, the future of 
the town would appear to be doubly 
assured. The advance guard of this 
years Immigration Is already In evi¬ 
dence here, and It Is stated unofficial¬ 
ly at the Immigration office that 
many American farmers are now on 
their way to this district with their 
families and farming equipments. 
In addition to the greatly Increased 
Influx promised from the States this 
year, Indications point to the largest 
migration from British ports yet re¬ 
corded. to say nothing of the thous¬ 
ands who are already booked from 
other parts of Northern Europe. 


To Aid Poor Children. 

Prince Albert.—A movement Is on 
foot now to petition the Dominion 
government to provide a pension for 
the children of the late Sergt. Web¬ 
ber. of the R.N.W.M.P., who died In 
this city recently. The children 
have been left practically without 
means of support. 


Winnipeg Railway Yards 
Winnipeg.—Winnipeg Is .to have 
the largest individual railroad yards 
ln the world, which will be construc¬ 
ted by the Canadian Pacific In the 
municipalities of East Ktldonan and 
Springfield. This fact recently an-- 
nounced was corroborated when a bill 
was brought before the law amend¬ 
ments committee In the local legis 
lature asking permission for Certain 
roads to be closed which ran through 
the intended sits. 


Stays In Antarctic 
Toronto.—Dr. C. S. Wright, who 
went with the Scott exceditlon to the 
South Pole will stay two years in 
the Antarctic. A message just re¬ 
ceived by his father, Alfred WrighL 
Point Crescent Road, dated Christ 
Church, New Zealand, reads: “Well, 
staying second year." 


C.N.R. Entering Moose Jsw. 

Moose Jaw.—Doubt of the Cana¬ 
dian Northern’s getting Into this city 
this year has been set; at rest by the 
announcement that the company’s 
realty agents have been commission¬ 
ed to offer for sale Immediately ev¬ 
ery house now standing on C.N.R. 
property in the east end of the city. 
All such buildings are to be removed 
by May 16 next 


Suffrage Bill la Introduced In 8wsd«n 
Stockholm—The Swedish govern¬ 
ment Introduced a bill Into parlia¬ 
ment extending to women the parlia¬ 
mentary franchise and the right to 
stand for election to parliament on 
the same conditions as men. Women 
whose husbands have not paid their 
taxes for three years are excluded 
from the vote. 


New Freight Tariff. 

Winnipeg.—The new freight tariff 
on shipments west of Winnipeg 
drawn up by the railway companies, 
went into effect April IsL A number 
of reductions have been made, .the 
most noticeable being in clause 1, 
where such things as bags of asphalt 
are reduced six cents at Portage and 
22 cents at Edmonton, with corres¬ 
ponding decreases for Intermediate 
points. Groceries coming ln classek 
S and 9 hare a flve-cent redaction. 
The rates from Fort -William and 
Port Arthur to Winnipeg are arrang¬ 
ed on the earns basis as thosta*oif 
of this city.

Duluth, Minn.—To facilitate the 
tardy movement of grain, the Ice¬ 
breaker James Whalen, of Port Ar¬ 
thur, Is cutting a channel through the 
Ice fields from the port to open 
water, fifteen miles out. 


H.B.C. Land Sales. 

London.—Ret/rns of the Hudson’s 
Bay Company’s land sales for the 
past year show a large decline, but It 
Is stated that this Is due to the fact 
that the preceding year Included large 
sales of farm lands amounting to 
198,209 pounds, and town Iota .168,- 
609 pounds.

Jodgtag from tbe rriee of ■ pprobe- 
tlou Uuk mot thW. proposal, the school- 
moater bod touched o rwpoulr* chord. 
A buudrod pistols were flourished to 
•boot Muy mob who gave tbo ocbomo 
•wo/. Tbo propdbor agreed to t»t 
himself posted os to tbo (onto, ond 
tbo tints ot arrival of tbo womoa to 
tbo neighborhood. and volunteers wore 
forthcoming to watch tbo territory be¬ 
tween tbo Plot ond tbo Gulch to mobs 
•are that tbo oocret was dot trans¬ 
mitted. 

Deadhead station—so called from tbe 
fact tbat no man wbo hoarded a train 
there would pa/ his fare—was tbe 
point of junction between Quarts 
Gulch and the railroad. Tbe station 
was fifteen miles from tbo Gulch and 
ten miles from tbo Flat Tbo school¬ 
master rode over and learned from tbe 
telegraph operator the. day and bour 
the women would arrive. Tbelr train 
would roach tbe station at d o’clock lb 
tbo morning. 

At 8 o'clock tbe same morning a 
company marched from tbe Flat escort¬ 
ing several empty wagons tty s station 
on tbe railroad six miles farther east 
than Deadhead. When the train drew 
np at tbe platfdrm a committed pur- 
' porting to be Uulcbefi went aboard 
the tnftn and politely invited tbe la¬ 
dles to alight, stating tbat tbey bad 
decided to take them off tbero In¬ 
stead of Deadhead. Tbe women im¬ 
mediately gathered their belongings 
| and left the train. There were twen¬ 
ty of them, and they filled tbe wagons 
tbat bad been brought to carry them 
to Pine Flat, wbltber tbey were escort¬ 
ed by tbe citizens of tbat place. 

When tbe train grrived at Deadhead 
without its precious freight and |h* 
Gulcbers learned bow tbey had been 
tricked tbelr fury was .like that of a 
raging prairie fife. Tbey held a con¬ 
ference. at which for half an hour all 
talked at once, thus losing balf an hour. 
By tbe time tbey were' ready to listen 
to reason It was evident that their 
property would arrive In the enemy’s 
camp long before the Gulcbers could 
get there and the Flatters would have 
abundant time to plan a defense. Wil¬ 
kins. wbo saw that tbey had been out¬ 
witted beyond hope of recovery, coun¬ 
seled a return to tbelr .shanties and 
sending for another carload of tbe 
same kind of freight. Be contrived to, 
bring enough of tbe men to his way of 
thinking to render It Impossible for the 
rest to recover the women by force. 
Tbe disappointed men returned to the 
Gulch, some cursing the mismanage¬ 
ment of those in eburge of the affair, 
some swearing vengeance on the Flat¬ 
ters. while one crusty old fellow who 
bad been married, but bad gone we^t 
to escape from a termagant wife, said 
they didn’t know when they were well 
off. 

Wilkins set himself energetically 
about getting a new shipment, but tbe 
eastern parties who had made tbe con¬ 
signment would do nothing further till 
they had heard from tbe women who 
had already been sent. The reports 
they made were at first not reassuring. 
At least the consignors looked upon the 
carrying off of the women by those for 
whom tbey were not Intended as in¬ 
dicative of a very wild social condi¬ 
tion and wrote Wilkins that they would 
take no further steps as to future con¬ 
signments. 

When this communication was re¬ 
ceived the men of Quartz Gulch, wbo 
were called together to hear it read, re¬ 
solved. every one. to march against 
their enemies and either get the wom¬ 
en or die. Six weeks bad elapsed, and. 
though the distribution of twenty wo¬ 
men as partners for more than a hun¬ 
dred men came very near breaking up 
tbe settlement, it was finally left to tbe 
former to choose their mates, which 
they did. and soon the women were 
all married. They did not know 
till the. last wedding had taken place 
that they were captured property. But 
this made no difference to them, in¬ 
deed tbey rather admired their hus¬ 
bands for their enterprise. 

But one day a citizen of the Flat 
came galloping Into town shouting, 
"The Gulchers are coming!” Every 
ablebodied man. some with rifles, tbe 
rest with revolvers, were marching on 
the town. The Flatters had at first 
looked for this invasion and prepared 
themselves for it. but after so long an 
Interval It was unexpected. Tbe long 
roll was beaten, or, rather, a big dinner 
bell was rung In tbe center of tbe town, 
tbe signal that had been agreed on six 
weeks before when the robbery had 
been perpetrated. On the’arrlval of tbe 
enemy tt>4 defenders'of Pine Flat, or, 
rather, of the twenty wives within it, 
were drawn up in battle array, and as 
soon as the former were within shoot¬ 
ing distance the fight began.' 

But a few bad fallen, and tbey only 
wounded, when the wives ran out and, 
rushing in between the hostile lines, 
forced the contestants to cease firing. 
Then they told tbe men who bad come 
fot them that they were married, were 
already engaged In beautifying tbelr 
homes and that nothing would Induce 
them to leave their husbands.

Wilkins said he thought be could draw 
eff his men If the women would prom¬ 
ise to write such accounts of their sit¬ 
uation as would Induce a new bevy to 
come out to Quartz Gulcb This the 
ladies agreed to do, and tbe enemy 
marched away. 

In due time another consignment ar¬ 
rived ticketed for tbe GulVbers. and,- 
fearing another raid upon their proper¬ 
ty. the latter marched under cover of 
Ibe night to a station where they were 
unite sure they Would find their yet 
unseen wives. But tbelr enemies scorn- 
ed to be piggish —Indeed, they had no 
need to he. for they had arranged for a 
shipment on their own account. The 
Wulchera’ load arrived safely, and l-nth 
tluarts Gulcb and Pine Flat are uow 
eminently res pec tab :e places.

New Municipal Building Will Tow or 
MO Foot In the Air. 

Of all the big structures In tbe city, 
tbe new municipal building baa the 
largest steel frame, the height of 
which Is forty eturlea. Including the 
tower, which begins at tbe twenty- 
sixth story. There were used for It 
241.000 tone ot steel, several girder* 
weighing fifty tone each, and some 
floor beams were required of such a 
else tbat many weigh ten tons each. 

The building la feet high and 
will be tbe fourth tallest bolldlog In 
the world wbeo tbo Woolwortb build¬ 
ing. the highest, la completed. It re¬ 
quired 700.UO0 cubic feet of granite to 
Incase tbe steel frame, tome of tbo 
base atones weighing as much aa six¬ 
ty tons each, and more than 1 . 000.000 
square feet of tllo and floor were used. 

There Is about an acre ef usable 
space on every floor, except those In 
tbe tower section, which will be used 
by more than tt.000 employees of va¬ 
rious departments of tho city govern¬ 
ment that will be accommodated In 
the new building. Tbe basement will 
have about two acres of apace, which 
la to be wholly utilized for a subway 
station. Tula is probably the only 
building in tbe world that has Its 
basement above ground, as tbe pro¬ 
visions for the subway necessitated 
tbe using ot the fourth floor of tbo 
building as the basement for machin¬ 
ery for elevators and the -operating 
plant Tbe building will have thirty- 
two elevators and four stairways. 

Tbe structure. Including the land It 
covers, will cost between 812.000,000 
and $15,000,000. but despite this enor¬ 
mous expenditure for one building It 
will prove a most profitable Invest¬ 
ment, as la Indicated In a recent re¬ 
port of Comptroller Preudergast tbat 
ti>e city spends about $1,000,000 a year 
In rent. Tbe bulk of tbe expenditure 
will cease when tbe municipal build¬ 
ing la completed.—New York Post

There a re el captions, 
but the woman wbo would wlu votes- 
for herself or make business for her 
firm will have an easier time of It for 
personal charm. 

If the suffragists are wise they will 
let all women work for tbe cause, bufc 
permit only, those women to plead for 
it wbo have a good presence, a soft- 
voice and a suave manner. 

An unfortunate manner neutralizes 
tbe good a woman does. We give our 
love to the Helena Richies of tho 
world rather than to “tbe Iron woman,’*' 
capable, but forbidding.

A millionaire 
In that part of the world Is the pos¬ 
sessor of a .million marks ($250.01)0), 
and of this class, according to tb» au¬ 
thor of tbe compilation, tbere are 8.300.. 

The greatest seven fortunes In Prus¬ 
sia range betweeD $45,000,000 and $17.- 
000.000. Tbe two named are both pos¬ 
sessed by women—tbe former by tbe 
daughter of Krupp. the latter 'by a 
daughter of the "Vienna Rothschilds. 
Between "them come a number of no-, 
blemen whose wealth Is principally In 
coal aod zinc, a fact strongly cor¬ 
roborative of tbe claims to mineral 
wealth lately put forward by Germany. 
Immediately behind the fragment of' 
tbe Rothschild fortune follows a Ber¬ 
lin banker. After him comes a duke

“Yer honor." replied the prospective 
juror, looking disapprovingly at bis 
former guide of tbe flack and then di¬ 
recting hla reply to tbe ludge. "by the 
time i baa beard half tbe testiinouy 
in tbls case tbere, ain't gotn' lo be ub 
doubt." 

He was oot required to serve as a 
Juror.—St. PauUPlnneer Frees.

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TRADE WITH NEW ZEALANO,, 

Canada Sanding Many Mamifagturaa 

and Buying Much- Butter. 

Imports from Cabada Into New 
Zealand during the' year 1911 were 
1108,200 In excess of those (or IplO, 
says My. W A Beddoe, Canadian 
Trad# Commissioner, writing from 
Auckland on Feb 16th to the Depart¬ 
ment of Trade and Commerce. There 
may be some variation In the figures, 
but they wfll be larger, not smaller, 
when all returns are In. Articles Im¬ 
ported from Canada during the laet 
quarter—October, November and De¬ 
cember. 1011—had a value of 1461,- 
506, and covered 107 Items, of which 
42 wore entitled to preferential treat¬ 
ment. As to the remainder, agricul¬ 
tural implements ana plain and barb¬ 
ed wire, of which large quantities 
were imported, enter free. The pre¬ 
ference affects those articles, such 
paper, fish and furniture. - . 

The feature of the season, Mr. Bed- 
dps adds, has been the rapid growth 
of the export of butter from New 
Zealand, to Vancouver. This trade 
has exceeded the most sanguine ex¬ 
pectations of the merchants, their re¬ 
sources having been taxed to the ut¬ 
most to meet the great demand from 
the Canadian market. Up to pile 
tlmd last season only 2,968 boxes of 
butter had been sent? to Vancouver, 
whereas the total for this season 
stands at 19.926. boxes.

How t; Ald Boy In Choosing a Pro* 
fsssion. 

The bent of s boy’s mind with- refer¬ 
ence to what he would like to be when 
he grows' to manhood can best be de¬ 
termined by the process of elimination. 
Little boys nearly always hope to be 
soldiers, sailors, policemen, conduc¬ 
tors or motormen. Uniforms, bras* 
buttons and firearths attract them. 
They like to think of being heroic 
figures, and even motoTmen are her¬ 
oes in the eyes of little urchins. 

Later on in life the boy dreams of 
being a man of power. Money appeals 
to him more and more. This is the 
time to begin the process of elimina¬ 
tion. Put down on.paper a list of fifty 
or more occupations covering the wid¬ 
est possible field and arranged alpha-- 
betically. Under A, for instance, 
would be placed actor, animal train¬ 
er, artist, author; under B would be 
found butcher and baker, and C would 
carry chemist, carpenter, carriage 
maker, etc. 

Take one character of occupation 
from the list.under A and provide the 
boy with prime material about it— 
first the actor. Under that head would 
come the study required, the oppor¬ 
tunity for employment, the hours of 
labor the necessity for traveling, the 
earning capacity of the average play¬ 
er, etc. Go over it all with the boy.

Leprosy, of course, was common In 
England during the middle ages. Old 
leper hospitals and leper burial pits 
existed in many places. Most .old 
churches have a leper's window In 
the chancel, a narrow nnglazed open¬ 
ing In the wall through which the, 
leper might see the elevation of the 
host. 

On Saturday last the clerk of the 
Llskeard Board of Gpardlans report¬ 
ed that he had found that at one 
time there was a leper hospital In 
the neighboring parish of Bodwln, 
and that the land belonging to It are 
now let for St. Lawrence Fait, one 
of Cornwall's popular annual festivi¬ 
ties. It now appears that the re¬ 
venue of the estate of the St. Law¬ 
rence Hospital were directed genera¬ 
tions ago, by the Court of Chancery, 
to be paid to the treasurer for the 
time being of the Cornwall Infirmary 
at Trurp to be primarily applied to 
the proper accommodation therein of 
leprous persons.

The hundredth anniversary of the 
founding of the first savings bank of 
the modern type wan celebrated last 
year. The founder was a Presbyteri¬ 
an village pastor. The minister of 
a church at Ruthwell, Scotland, dis¬ 
tressed at seeing the wastefulness of 
the laboring people In his parish, of¬ 
fered In the year 1810 to pay 5 per 
cent. Interest to anybody who would 
leave savlrgs with him. 

The minister, the Rev. Henry Dun¬ 
can, had the financial genius to make 
a go of his original project, and he 
was able a few years later to record 
in a pamphlet on “A Parish Savings 
Bank' a ve-Y remarkable betterment 
of economic conditions In his neigh¬ 
borhood—less drinking and more 
thrift. The pamphlet attracted wide 
attention, the experiment was initiat¬ 
ed elsewhere, a nek the vast savings- 
bank system of the civilized world 
has sprung from his root. The town 
of Ruthwell felt It owed so much to 
Mr. Duncan that In the year 1846 It 
erected a public monument to hts me¬ 
mory.
